The Inclination-df Maids to Marriage, is to

 #ipocrates is of Opinion that a Youth, at 
Hixteen years, or betiween that and Seventeen.

Heat of Procreatirg Matter conſtantly increa- 
ſes till Forty-five, Fifty, and * Sixty-five, and 
then begins to flag,the Seed by. degrees beccm- 
ing anfraitful ; the natural Spirits beingextin- 
guiſhed, and the Humours dried up : Thus 1t 1s 
in general ; but as toparticulars, as 1 have be- 
fore mentioned, it often happens otherwiſe : 
Nay, it is __—_ by a credible Arthor,T hat- 
m Sweedland a Man was married ata hundred 
years old to a Bride of Thirty, and had many 
Children by* .r,but looked ſo freſh, that ſuch as 
knew him not, took him not to exceed halt 
that Age.

If any 
would know why a Woman is ſooner Barren 
than a Mar, they may underſtand that the na» 
tural Heat, which is the Cauſe of Generation, 
is more predominauy, in the latter than in the 
former : For ſmt&'a Woman is more m_

Bur 
tho' the Mothers Imagination may contribute 
much to the Features of the Child ; yet in 
Manners, Wit, and..Propenſion of the Mind, 
Expcrience tells us,* That Children are com- 
monly of the ſame condition wit their Pa- 
rents, and of the ſame Tempers. But the Vi- 
gor or Debility of Perſons in the Act of Copu- 
lation,+ many tres cauſes it to be otherwile - 
For Children got with heat and ſtrength of 
delire, muſt needs partake more of the Nature 
and Inclinations of their Parents, than thoſc 
that are begotten when their Defiresare morc

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This point is of much neceflity, by reaſon of 
the different Opinions of Men relating to it. 
Therefore before any thing poſitive can be aſ- 
{rted, it will be altogether convenient to recite 
what has been delivered, as well in the negative, 
as the affirmative. And firſt, Severus Plineus, 
who argues for the negative, writes thus: The 
Genital parts of both Sexes, are fo unlike o-

no means to enter upon it raſhly or unad-? 
viſedly, but with all imaginable nations ; 

er- 
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fidering that ſhe is accountable for all the 
miſchiet that befalls thro' her wilful igno- 
rance or nepgle&; therefore let none takg 
upon them this Office, barely upon preten&- 
of their maturity of Years and Child-bear- 
ing ; for in ſach, for the moſt part, there 
are divers things wanting that ought to be 
obſerved, which is the occaſion ſo many Wo- 
men ard Children are loſt: Now as. for 4 
Midwife, in relation to her Perſon; theſe 
things ought to be obſerved, viz. She muſt 
neither be two old ner too young, neither 
extraordinary fat, nor weakned by leannels, 
but in a good habit of Poly, not ſabje&t to 
Diſeaſes, Fears, nor ſudden Eights ; her Bo-- 
dy well ſhaped, and neat in her Attire, her 
Hands ſmooth and ſmall, her Nails ever pared 
ſhort, not ſuffering any Rings to be upon 
her Fingers during the time ſhe 1s doing her 
Offce, nor any thing upon her Writs that 
may obſtrut ; and to theſe ought to be ad- 
ded Activity, and a convenient ' Strength, 
"with much- caution and diligence z not ſubjeR 
to Drowlinels nor apt to te Impatient. 

As for-her Manners, ſhe ought to be cour- 
teous, -affable, ſober, chaſte, an4 notfubjert 
to patlion ; bountiful and May nag ear to the 
Poor,znd not cov<tous when {he attends upen 
the Rich. | 

Her- Temper chkearfal- and 'pleaſant, that 
ſhe may the better comfort her patients in 
their dolorous Ln z nor-mult {he at. any

N the lower part of the Hypogaſtrion, 
] where the Hips are wideſt and broad- 
eſt, (they - being greater and: broader there- 
abouts thafithole of Men, tor which reaſon 
they have likewiſe broader Buttocks than Men) 
is the Womb joyned to its. Neck, and is 
placed between the Bladder and ftrait Gut, 
which _— wom ſwaying or rowling, yet 
gives it liberty to ſtretch and dilate it ſelf, 
and again to contra, as nature in that caſe 
diſpoles it : Its figure is in a manner round, 
and not unlike a Gourd, lefſening a little, 
and growing more acute toward one. end, 
being knit together by. its proper Ligaments, 
its Neck likewiſe is joyned by its own ſub 
| ftance, 
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"ſtance, and certiin Membranes that faiten 1t 


to Os Sacrum, and the Share-Bone. As to 
its largene(s, that much differs in Women, 
eſpecially the difference is great between fuch 
as have born Children, and thoſe that have 
born none : In ſubſtance it is ſo thick, that 
it exceeds a Thumbs breath, which atter 
Conception it is ſo far from decreaſing that ' 
it augments to a greater proportion, andghe 
more to ſtrengthen it, it is interwoven with 
Fibres overthwart, which are both ſtrait, and 
winding, and its - proper Veſſels are Veins, 
Arteries and Nerves ; and among(t theſe there 
are two little Veins, which pals from the 
Spermatick Veſſels to the bottom of the Womb, 
and two larger from the Hypogaſtricks, which 
touch both the bottom and the Neck ; the

the Bone it ſelf, the VVomb is moveable upon 
ſundry occaſions, often falling low, or riſing 
kigh. As for the Neck of the VVomb, it is 
of an exquiſite feeling, ſo that if it be at any 
time out of order by being troubled with a 
{chirrolity, over-fatneſs, moiſture, or relaxa-' 
tion, the VYVomb is ſubjeRed thereby to Bar- 
rennels : In thok that are with Child, there 
freftently ſtays a moiſt glutinous Matter - 
in the entrance to facilitate the Birth ; for 
at the tine of delivery the Mouth of the 
Womh is opened to ſuch a widenels, as is 
conformable to the bigneſs of theChild,ſuffering 
an equal dilation from jthe bottom to the top. 

As for the Preparatory or Spermatick Ve: 
ſels in Women, they conſiſt of two Veins 
and two Arteries, not differing from thok 
in a Man, but only in their largeneſs and 
manner of.inſertion ; for the number of Veins 
and Arteries. are both the ſame as in Men, 
the right Vein iſſuing from. the trunk of the 
hollow Vein "deſcending, 'and [the. left from 
the Emulgent - Vein ; and on .the fide” of 
them are two Arteries, which grows fron 
the Aprta. w L 

As to the length and breadth of theſe 
Veſſels, thy are ngrroly, and ſhorter. in 
Women than in Men ; only obſerve they 
are more wreathed and contorted than in 
Men, as ſhrinkinz together, , by reaſon gf 
their ſhortneſs, that they may by their 100 :

fion requires it. And theſe Veſſels in Wo- 
men are carried with an indire& courſe 
thro' the leſſer Guts, to the Teſticles but 
are in the mid-way divided into two Bran- 
ches, the greater going W the Stones, con- 
ſtituting the various or winding Body, and. 
wonderfully Inoeulating ; the leffer Exanch 
ending in tke Womb, in the. ſide of which, 
it diſperſeth it ſelf, and eſpecially at the 
higher part of the bottom of the Womb, 
for its nouriſhment, and that part of the 
Courſes may. purge through theſe .Veſlels x 
and ſeeing the Tefficles in Women are ſeat- 
ed near the Womb, for - that cauſe. theſe 
Veſſels fall not from the Peritonenm, nei- 
ther make they much Paſſages as in Men, 
not extending themſelves to the ſhare-bone. 
The Stones in Women, commonly called 
the Teſticles, perform not- the ſame Action 
a5 in Men ; . they are alſo different in their lo- 
cation, bigneſs, temperyment, ſubſtance, form 
and covering. As. for the place of their 
ſcat, it is in the hollowneſ; of the Abd: 
men, neither are they pendulous, but reft 
upon the Muſcles of the Loyns, that fo they 
may, by contracting the- greater heat, be 
more fruitful, their Office being to contain 
the Ova or Egg, which being: impregna- 
ted by the Mans Secd, ingenders Man ;; yet 
they differ from thoſes of Men in figure, 
by reaſon of their leſsneſs or flatnels at

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each end, not being ſo round or oval. The 
externat Superficies being likewiſe more un- 
Equal, appearing like the compoſition of a 
great many krots and kernels mixed tope- 
ther ; there is diffggerce alſo in their {ub- 
ſtance, they being Much more ſoft and ply- 
able, looſe, and not fo well compacted 
Their bigneſs and temperament being like- 
wiſe different, for they are mrcch colder and 
leſſer than thoſe in Men; as for their co- 
vering or incloſure, it differs extreamly ; for 
as Men's are wrapped in divers Tunicles, by 
reaſon they are externally Pendulous, and 
ſaubje&> to divers injuries, unleſs ſo fenced 
by Nature? fo Women's Stones being inter-
